SUMMARY OF PEACE-TIME ACTIVITIES. 


The Public of Secunderabad Cantonment have continued 
to take increasing advantage of tho facilities afforded by the 
Society during the year under report. 


The free Maternity service provided has been 
increasingly patronised during the year. ‘There were 4,390 
births of which only 18% were conducted by Barber Dhais. 
The remainder received skilled attention and the trained 
Midwives provided by the Society dealt with 87.5% of all the 
cases as against 32.1/ last year.

Accommodation for sixty children is provided in three 
of the Welfare Centres. On an average, 51 children below 
two years of age were cared for daily at a cost of Rs. 2/9/- 
per child per month. 


NURSERY SCHOOLS. 


There are five Nursery Schools attached to the Welfare 
Centres catering for children between 2 and 6 years of age.

Since the outbreak of war the peace time work of the Red 
Cross Society in Secunderabad has undoubtedly become more to 
the public notice than it has ever been before. Asa result of the 
appeals made by His Excellency the Viceroy on behalf of the 
Society for War purposes ‘and by the Hon'ble the Resident 
locally, a great majority of the public are now aware of the 
existence of the Society and its objects. In all his appeals 
for War Purposes Fund, the Hon’ble the Resident invariably 
referred to the peace time activities which were being 
conducted in the Administered areas. 


The local committee undertakes, in brief, what is pro- 
bably the most important of all social services namely 
“ Maternal and Child Welfare”. 


The maternity and child welfare work covers a very wide 
field, details of which are given in the subsequent paragraphs. 


As this report is intended to keep the local public informed 
of the activities of the Society, the nature and value of the 
various branches of work, though known to some, has to be 
necessarily elaborated and stressed. 
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The subjects dealt with are:— 

1. Health Visiting or busthy visiting 
Antenatal examination of pregnant mothers 
Free midwifery service 
Postal-natal care and advice 
Creche 
Nursery schools.

The various buildings used by the Society act as centres 
from which the work in the area is managed. 


It is desired to point out that each of these branches of 
work though important in itself, the more important are those 
which are carried out by the staff outside the centre. A 
visitor to a welfare centre does not naturally picture the 
services so rendered. Given a definite population to deal 
with, if a child is not taken care of beforeit is born the last 
stage of our work viz Nursery school is likely to be of less 
value. This statement must not be interpreted to mean in any 
way a lessening of the importance of Nursery schools, but is 
meant to convey that the earlier the child is taken care of 
the more valuable would be the end result. 


HEALTH VISITING, 


‘ Successful results can be achieved by a centre only when 
be the primary branch of the work, is carried out satisfac- 
orily. 


The Cantonment is divided into various areas and except 
for two small and distant places, Ammuguda and Chota 
Moula Ali, all parts of the Cantonment are served by the 
Society. 


, The visiting staff consists of three Health Visitors 
including the Lady Superintendent and nine Mdwives. 
During these visits (1) pregnant women are traced and 
advised on the importance of antenatal care to herself and 
to the unborn child. They are encouraged to attend antenatal 
clinics, (2) the mother and child are taken care of after 
confinement and (3) opportunities also taken to have home 
talks on general matters of health, 


ANTENATAL CLINIC, 


ee The co-operation of the K. E. M. and Cantonment 
olarum hospitals has been of real value.

ecessary to obtain the services of a part-time lady doctor to

attend a weekly antenatal clinic in four of the Welfare 


Centres and a lady doctor experienced in Maternity and 
Child Welfare work has been appointed since September 1939. 


FREE MATERNITY SERVICE. 

Enormous strides have been made under this branch of 
work. The practice of “‘ Barber Dhais" has been reduced to 
a minimum by the employment of trained midwives who 
have proved their usefulness against tremendous odds in 
combating the age-old custom of the people of inviting these 
women. Accurate records have been made available by the 
Health department for the past two years which enable the 
Society to formulate the following table.

The midwives are under instruction that they should not 
act in a competing spirit against hospitals or private trained 
midwives. The merit of their work is adjudicated on the 
number of cases they conduct against a number available to 
them in their respective areas excluding hospital births and 
those conducted by trained midwives. The satisfactory 
results of this proceedure will be realised when it is recorded 
that out of 4390 indigenous births 3593 or 82% received 
attendance by trained midwives. 


POSTNATAL VISITS. 


A list of all the births occurring within the Cantonment 
is furnished to the staff of the Society by the Health Depart- 
meut of the Cantonment Authority. Visits are paid to these 
houses by the Health Visitors and advice given to relatives 
on post-natal care of the mother and the infant. Such visits 
are paid only for 10 days following the birth. It has been 
suggested that all cases conducted by the midwives of the 
Society should be followed up for as long a period as possible, 
Although a good suggestion, it is not practicable with the 
existing staff, particularly because as many as 1150 births or 
more have to be dealt with in a year, 


CRECHE. 

There is accommodation for sixty children in three of the 
welfare centres, On an average 51 children were cared for 
daily during 1939, The age limit of these children are be- 
tween birth upto two years.

Ata special meeting of the Indian Red Cross Society and 
John Ambulance Association, Hyderabad British 
Administered Areas, held at the Residency, Bolarum, on the 
11th September 1939, the primary duties of the Indian Red 
Cross Society and St. John Ambulance Association in war 


time were explained. 


A Provincial Joint War Committee was set up at this 
meeting but in view of the practical difficulties involved in 
the way of a large body deliberating and disposing of matters 
in a speedy manner, it was thought advisable to form a small 
Executive Committee which could meet and act quickly in an 
emergency, and also a Finance Sub-Committee to deal with 
all financial matters arising out of the activities of the Joint 


War Committee.

THE WAR APPEAL. 

His Excellency the Viceroy’s War Appeals on behalf of 
the Indian Red Cross Society and St. John Ambulance 
Association, and St. Dunstan's Hostel for the Blind were 
Jaunched in the Hyderabad British Administered Areas by 
the Hon'ble Mr. C. H. Gidney, 0.8.1., C.L.E., L.0.8., Resident at 
Hyderabad, at a public meeting held at the Y. M.C. A. Hall, 
Secunderabad, on the 18th December 1939. 


At this meeting the objects for which the appeals were 
made were explained to the general public in English, Urdu 
and Telugu. The donations promised at the meeting reached 
the gratifying total of B. G. Rs. 21,702/- and the amount 
actually collected to the end of December 1939 was B. G. Rs. 
9,290/-. Further contributions have since been received and 
the total amount realised up to the 25th January 1940 was 
B. G. Rs. 22,740/-. Arrangements are being made to keep the 
appeal prominently before the notice of the public.

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work, and one more Centre had been opened. Although the results attained 
were very satisfactory, the President expressed the opinion that greater 
efforts should be made to increase the scope of the Society’s activities and to 
make itself felt among the population of Secunderabad. 


Tn regard to the work of the St. John Ambulance Association the 
President remarked that although there had been great progress in the last 
year the Association still had a good deal of lost ground to recover. He 
referred to the visit of the Hon. Mrs. Copland-Griffiths (Acting Lady 
Superintendent-in-chief, St. John Ambulance Overseas Brigade) to 
Secunderabad, and her appreciation of the high standard of skill and training 
displayed by teams which competed at the Inauguration of Ambulance and 
Nursing Divisions in February 1939. 


In conclusion the President suggested that the Local Committees of 
the Associations should consider ways and means of increasing their 
activities and of bringing to the notice of the population the objects for 
which they have been formed. He thought that the best means would be for 
a programme to be drawn up of the year’s activities which could be 
considered at the Annual Meeting. 


Dewan Bahadur Aiyengar proposed that the annual reports for 
1938 of both the Associations be adopted. The proposal -was seconded by 
Khan Bahadur Ahmed Alladin and confirmed by the meeting. 


4. The question of the best ways and means by which the member- 
ship of the Associations could be increased and funds obtained by donations 
and subscriptions, was considered. Several members made suggestions such 
as the holding of Red Cross Day on one day of the year: benefit performan- 
ces by local cinemas, publication of circulars and assistance from the local 
press, and the holding of fetes and concerts. 


It was finally resolved that the Local Committee of the Associations 
be authorised to co-opt additional members: that they be given full power 
to draw up such schemes as they thought suitable to attain the objects in 
view, and that they should submit their proposals to the Provincial Council for
